Kuropatkin Says They Are on the Way 
to Liaoyang. 
St. Petersburg, May 
14,— Emperor 
Nicholas has received 
the following 
dispatch from General Kuropatkin: 
“At dawn Mat ll the Japanese be­ 
gan to emerge from Fenghuancheng 
on the lJaoyang road. 
The advance 
guard marching toward Sueliehen con­ 
sisted of a regiment of infantry, four 
guns and a regiment of cavalry. 
"Sueliehen was held by a troop of 
Cossacks acting as a screen while the 
Chansiaiin defile was occupied by two 
sot nias. 
“When the companies of Japanese 
marched on Chansiaiin another com­ 
pany advanced on Sueichen, turning 
our right Hank. 
“The Cossacks 
then retired, 
still 
keeping the enemy bark with th*dr 
fire, first upon th*' Fenghuancheng de 
file and finally towards the defile in 
th** neighborhood 
of the village 
of 
Kpumynzo, where they took up a po­ 
sition. 
“The captain of the sot ilia, Dewahl, 
was wounded and two Cossacks were 
killed. 
“ Kwantiensien was evaluated May 
IO by the enemy and occupied by our 
Cossacks. 
“keconaissances failed to discover 
the presence of Japanese in the val­ 
ley of the Tstcheo, thirty-seven miles 
southwest of Saimafl/.a.

and May IO the enemy’s bivouacs were 
seen in the valley of the river TTnsinn- 
heo, 
near

eighteen miles east of Siauyen and af

H e referred to the cost of 
m aintaining the schools in Crew- W in g 
county and Brain erd , and because the 
taxes are so heavy some thing th at the 
schools are a luxury, but to the thinker 
the m aintainence of a school system 
such as Brainerd ha-, i- anything but a 
luxury. 
It is but the duty that the 
county and city owes in educating the 
youth, a potent factor in the civ ilization 
of tin- century. 
Ile therefore had d e ­ 


cided to call tin* teachers and all those 
interested in educational 
m atters to 
gether so th at the public m ight hear 
their side* of tin* cast*. 
Supt. W ilson 
then called upon M ayor A. J . Habited to 
preside over the deliberations. 
M ayor H ah ted also made a few pre 


lim inary remarks. 
H e said that every 
Am erican loved the public schools and 
that he was alw ays deeply interested in 
educational matters.
